AN ACT TO Regulate the Location and Pay op Trial No. 1. 

Justices in Union County. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General Assembly, 
and by the authority of the same. That two of the Trial Justices Tw9 Trial 
appointed for the County of Union shall reside in the town of town of. Union 
Union and keep their offices there. These two Trial Justices shall and others $25! 
each receive a salary of one .hundred dollars per annum, and other criminaf cases! 
Trial Justices located in the several townships of the County shall 
each receive a salary of twenty-five dollars per annum, in lieu of all 
services rendered the County and State in criminal cases, payable 
quarterly by the County Treasurer out of the County funds; and 
all costs taxed and recovered in criminal cases in the Courts of 
Trial Justice shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the County.

A. D. 1882. AN ACT TO Incorporate the Charleston Law Society. 

No. 2. Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 

sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That Simeon 
Corporators. Hyde, Jr., A. Markley Lee, Jr., W. C. Miller, J. D. Cappelmann 
and J. B. Howe, and all persons who now are or shall hereafter be 
associated with them, are hereby created a body corporate, under 
the name of the Charleston Law Society, for the purpose of main- 
taining the honor and dignity of the profession of law, of culti- 
vating social relations among its members, increasing its influence 
in promoting th^ due administration of justice, and in accumula- 
ting a library. 

Sec. 2. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold 
Powers and such personal and real property as may be required for their pur- 
poses, or such as they may be obliged or may deem for their inter- 
ests to take in the settlement of any debts due them, and they may 
dispose of the same ; to sue and be sued in all Courts ; to have and 
use a common seal ; to elect, in .such manner as they may determine 
to be proper, all necessary officers, and fix their duties ; to make a 
constitution, by-laws and regulations consistent with the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States and of this State for their own 
government and the due and orderly conduct of their a^airs and 
the management of their property.

Known as the Saluda Mountain Road. 

Whereas in consequence of the greatly decreased travel on this 
Preamble, road, the lessee can pay but a small rent to the State ; and whereas 
the road has become almost impassable and a great source of dis- 
satisfaction to the people in that section of the County ; and whereas 
the Grand Jury have three times presented the said road, the fol- 
lowing being a part of its last presentment : " We have called 
attention to the dreadful condition of the State road in our two last 
presentments. It is still in very bad condition, very little work 
having been dene on it since last Court. But we are informed that 
the lessee has agreed to turn it over to the Comptroller General 
very soon, and in the event this is done by the 15th l5ecember, 
1882, we think better arrangements may be made by the State 
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turning the road over to Greenville County, where it may be looked ^- ^' ^882. 
after by the County Commissioners, but if it is not done by that '^^^^~' 
time we again recommend that the lease be cancelled and the 
bondsmen made to put the road in proper condition by suit as 
required by law. For many years this road has paid the State a good 
income, and was well kept up by the lessees, there being a great 
deal of travel over it, but since the building of the Spartanburg 
and Asheville Railroad and the establishing of towns along the 
line of said road the travel has become very light, the income 
small and the amount paid the State very inconsiderable. As a 
consequence the lessees for the last few years have allowed the road 
to get into and remain in a very bad condition, but still collect the 
same pikeage. This is a detriment to the whole County and a 
gross injustice to the people who have to travel it ; hence tve recom- 
mend that our Senator and members be requested to get the road 
turned over to the County under such provisions as are proper;"

Whereas there is in the hospitals and charitable institutions and 
Preamble. Communities of our State a great and widespread need for skilled 
and trained nurses, and there is now manifested an earnest desire
